. Geneva —(£")— The League of Na- 
tions council' published today an ap- 
peal "to the supreme sense of hon- 
or of Japan" asking her to cease 
hostilities in China. 


The communication, 
which was 


given to Naotake Sato, Japanese 
delegate to the council, for trans- 
mission to the governmen^ at Tokio 
.eaid: 
. "The Committee of Twelve earnst- 
ly trusts Japan will admit her ob- 
ligations and justify the confidence 
reposed, in her by the powers of the 
.world." 


The council members said they 


could not recognize the validity of a 
. Japanese occupation of 
China be- 


cause of Article X of the league cov- 
enant which guarantees the territor- 
ial Integrity of league members. 


"The Shanghai-incident," the com- 


munication said, "has made a deep 
impression upon the public opinion 
of the world. It has exposed the 
lives and property'of many citizens 
to danger, augmented the world's 
present economic depression and it 
threatens to menace the good prog- 
ress of the disarmament' conference 
»ow }h session." 


It requote'd the .council's note of 


, Jan. 29' to^JJie effect that "coopera- 
tion and mutual, Tespect only can 
secure the. maintenance of interna- 
tional, relations and that economic or 
military forces cannot bring about 
any permanent solution of the prob- 
lem." 


Endangers World 


"So long as the present situation 


continues," the note said, "the- dis- 
cord between the two countries will 
IDS aggravated, endangering the cre- 
ation of a situation unfavorable to 
the status of the world at large." 


Calling attention to Article X of 


the league covenant, it said: 


"We draw attention to these stip- 


ulations. 
Encroachment upon the 
integrity of member states will not 
be considered valid. 
The commit- 


tee of Twelve earnestly desires that 
Japan take a conciliatory and wise 
attitude in view of the fact that she 
is one of the members of the league 
end a permanent member of the lea- 
gue council." 


The far-eastern situation, the note 


said, should be studied fully by a 
commission made up with the con- 
eent of the two parties to the dis- 
pute. At the same time, the council 
paid, It was "well aware of Japan's 
grievances." It expressed deep re-

LaFollette Says State Will 


Demand Payment from 


Surety Firms 


Madison —(JP)— Governor LaFol- 


lette today announced he- has ap- 
pointed Benjamin C. Poss of Mil 
waukee, as special counsel for the 
state to force the payment of sure- 
ty bond issued on state money de- 
posited in the defunct Capital City 
bank of Madison. 


The governor issued a statement 


in which he said the state will de- 
mand that the surety company ad- 
here to their contracts. It was the 
chief executive's first statement in 
connection with the bank case since 
the institution failed several weeks 
ago. 


Governor LaFollette's statement in 


full follows: 


"Two surety companies accepted 


premiums on surety bonds, guaran- 
teeing the state of Wisconsin against 
the loss of any of its money in the 
Capital City bank up to 1600,000. 


"At the time the 
Capital City 


bank suspended, state deposits were 
far under this amount. • 


"The two surety companies, hav- 


ing failed to make payment to the 
state within a reasonable period, are 
not living up to their obligations t6 
the state. 


Accordingly 
I have appointed as 


special-counsel Benjamin C. Poss of 
Milwaukee,' to take such action so 
as to fully protect the state and to 
compel the surety companies to live 
up to their contract." 


Records at Hearing

will be brought before a, John Doe 
hearing Thursday as District Attor- 
ney Fred Risser opens a probe in- 
tended to determine if banking reg- 
ulations or state statutes were vio- 
lated in connection with the opera- 
tions of the bank which closed its 
doors last November.

and some state employes would be 
called to testify? The hearing will

Paris—C4>)—President Paul Dou- 


iner took up the task of finding a 
new premier of Franc© early today 
to replace Premier 
Pierre Laval, 


whose government resigned yester- 
day after it was defeated In the sen- 
ate on an issue of confidence. 


The president's conferences with 


political chiefs 
were hurried be- 


cause of the situation prevailing' in 
the world of international affairs 
and it was considered advisable to 
establish the new government with 
all possible speed. The president was 
expected to offer the premiership to 
somebody, by tonight, in which case 
•the new government might take of- 
fice early next week. 


Premier Laval's cabinet held over 


during the interim. 


In political circles the> belief pre- 


vailed that a new government would 
have to command the support of a 
majority in the chamber of deputies 
and at least a "benevolent neutral- 
ity" in the senate if it were to be 
likely to survive. 


The name of Joseph Paul-Boncour 


a member of the senate and now a 
principal member of the French dis- 
armament delegation at 
Geneva, 


was most prominently mentioned in 
today's newspapers as likely to be 
capable of forming such a combina- 
tion. 


M. Paul-Boncour has been a figure 


in French politics for more than 30 
years. As a Socialist member of the 
chamber of deputies he became min- 
ister of labor in Premier Moni's rad- 
ical cabinet in 1911. He is 58 years 
old; was born at Saint -Aignan on 
August 4, 1873. He began his active 
life as private secretary to the Wai- 
deck-Rousseau 
Republican 
party 


government in 1899 and served 
to 


1902.

his services in the World war, is a 
doctor of laws and author of several 
books, chiefly on socialist econom- 
ics.

Senator Sheppard who sponsored 


the Eighteenth Amendment, and claims 
to have written it, looks upon any ef- 
fort toward a resubmission 
of this 


problem to the people, "as approach- 
ing treason." 


But upon the 30th day of July, 1917, 


according- to the Congressional Rec- 
ord, Senator Sheppard held a differ- 
ent view in relation to the consultation 
of the people regarding constitutional 
amendments. 
Then he was trying to 


get congress to submit the Eigh- 
teenth amendment to the stales for rat- 
ification. And on that day he said: 


"The member of congress who will 


not vote for the submission of a con- 
stitutional amendment to the decision 
of the states, where it belongs, usurps 
the function of the states, arrogates to 
himself and the federal government a 
prerogative that belongs to the states 
and violates the very essence of their 
sovereignty." 
Senator Jones of Washington is 


standing shoulder to shoulder with the 
Texas senator in resisting onslaughts 
on prohibition. 
Yet, upon the 31st 


day of July, 1917, as appears by the 
Congressional Record, Senator Jones 
declared: 


"The constitution provides the way 


for its amendment. Congress cannot do 
it, but it can propose amendments to 
the people, who alone can adopt them 
' 
through their state legislatures. I be- 
lieve it to be my duty as a senator to 
vote to submit an amendment to the 
state legislatures 
when there Is a 


strong, mature, widespread sentiment 
and demand from the people for such 
amendment. To refuse to do so is to 
act as the master rather than the rep- 
resentative of the people." 
In relation to the status of public 


opinion today we find that states with 
a total population of nearly 30 mil- 
lion people have already by referendum 
and legislative resolution declined, 
because of an adverse public opinion, 
to further assist in the enforcement of 
the Eighteenth Amendment. 


We are also confronted by the fact 


that the Literary Digest's poll in 1922 
showed but 20.6 per cent for repeal 
and that the 'poll it conducted in 1930 
showed 69.5 per cent for repeal or 
modification and only 30.5 per cent for 
enforcement. 


We also find great organizations 


like the American Bar Association, 
the American Legion and the Amer-y 
ican Federation of Labor, represent- 
ing as they do every nook and cranny 
of the country, voting overwhelming- 
ly to rid the country of the ugly and 
plastic mass that is smothering it. 


We likewise find political parties 


which, prior to 1928, had no plank con- 
cerning prohibition now calling for its 
repeal" in 21 different states in the 
Union. 


All of these facts together present 


a. fair indication of the trend of public 
opinion in the country. 


It is time that resolute drys like 


Senators Sheppard and Jones reread 
tlDCft.' statements of fifteen years ago. 
Certainly they 
should not permit 


their own private views to alter their 
consistency in supporting- forthright 
principles of government.

Arniens, St. Quentin, Lille, LaFere 
and other northern cities a brisk busi- 
ness has developed in the sale of gas 
masks. 


The French people of these north- 


ern departments do not forget the 
bombardments and horrors of the last 
war. 
They vividly recall treaties 


that so quickly became scraps of 
paper and they see again today simi- 
lar treaties crashing to earth in the 
aerial bombs on the China coast. 


Americans, secure in their homes 


because of their yi-omlerfui and bless- 
ed isolation, may not begrudge these 
overflowing populations their fears 
and tluir frantic search far means of 
protection against the possible sudden 


of deadly gas and virulent bacter* 


ia which is now a real threat of mod- 
ern warfare.

At this time when the hope of .hun- 


dreds of millions is turning toward 
the arms conference at Geneva striving 
to reduce armaments 'and to abolish 
the potential heritors of chemical and t 
bacteriological warfare, the people of 
northern France are'- not lulled into 
any sense of security by believing that 
nations will be disarmed beyond all 
possibility of aggression. 


Thefr desire and defnand for secur- 


ity is a living, vital force in their 
daily life.

and terrible world in which they live. 
We perhaps, might the better realize 
and understand the chill of their hearts 
and the fear in their souls should we 
be faced with displays of gas masks 
in the store windows of our Main 
Street.

found and destroyed are a closed book 
to us. 
And ,the book is worth read- 


ing. 


If ever men stumbled into an en-' 


chanted land, those conquering Span- 
iards, did. 
Small wonder that Bernal 


Diaz, their historian, wrote wildly 
and left all power of criticism behind 
him! 
Enlightened and superstitious-, 


rich and half-naked, polished and 
crude, refined and cruel—the Mexican 
civilization was a bundle of riddles, 
a mass of contradictions that are not 
even yet unraveled. 


Where did they come from, those 


ancient Indian civilizers? 
Where did 


they learn the arts and sciences that 
made their cities dazzle their con- 
querors? 
Where did they get that 


startling" legend gf a white god who 
came out of the Atlantic, taught them 
for a time and then sailed away into 
the east? 
Whence came their orna- 


ments of jade found nowhere else in 
the new world? 
Where did they get

division.

Hortonville, Greenville, Little 


Chute and Kimberly were enrolled 
tor the course. 


This year's course 
was of wider 


scope than the one 
offered 
last 


year, and dealt with the more prac- 
tical problems of landscaping. It al- 
so differed from last year's course 
inasmuch as the 
more 
intimate 


problems of class members were giv- 
en first consideration. 


Instead of following through the 


six lecture series in 
chronological 


order, Professor Aust deviated from 
the prescribed course of study and 
gave class members the opportunity 
to inquire about their own problems 
and solve them in the class room.

new lawns, the lecturer pointed out 
that grasses of various 
classifica- 


tions must be adapted to given cli- 
mates, fertility and other conditions 
of the soil. To develop 
beautiful 


lawns in a given community, native 
grass seeds give the best results, he 
said. 


Condemning: bargain counter grass 


seed, Professor 
Aust advised lawn 


makers that to get the 
best kind 


they must be ready to pay from 40 
to 50 cent? per pound. Most bargain 
counter seeds, which sell as low as 
eight cents per pound, fail to ger- 
minate and many times 
consist 


mostly of weeds,, he stated. 


He expressed the same hypothesis 


in the purchasing 
of shrubbery, 


pointing out that some nurserymen 
are more concerned about making 
150 to 200 per cent 
profit on their 


sales than they are of giving their 
customers the guarantee of "hardy 
stock." 


Discouraging the 
use of 
grass 


catchers when cutting the lawn, the 
""lecturer pointed out that 90 per cent 
of the grass is put back into circula- 
tion for use as fertilizer 
when the 


cut blades are permitted to fall on 
the stubbles. The blades fall down 
bet-ween the tiny plants and there 
are reduced to excellent fertilizer, he 


- said. 


Must Clean Yards 


He warned new borne owners to 


dig up old buried plaster 
and other 


debris, discarded by contractors, be- 
fore they "proceed with the develop- 
ment of their lawns. He pointed out

his 


fiance to her death. The original 
of the cablegram Is In th« posses- 
sion of the British freighter's cap- 
tain. 


It was understood that arrange- 


ments had been concluded between 
Arnold's legal representatives 
and 


the owners of the Chinese Princ 
which would allow Arnold to see th 
cablegram upon the docking of th 
steamer. 


Miss Cook died aboard the Chi 


nese Prince while enroute to this 
country from Naples to marry Ar 
nold. Advices from Naples, trans 
mitted to Arnold through Secretary 
of State Stlmspn, 
have 
indicated 


that Captain Howard Uncles of the 
Chinese Prince received a cablegram 
signed "Helen James" which told 
of Arnold's "death" at Boston after 
an operation. 


The cablegram urged Miss Cook 


not to return to this country under 
any circumstances.

Washington bade his closest staff officer* good*' 


by on Dec. 4, 1783, and formally tesignd 19 
days later.' 


He. returned to Mount Vemon, 


where business affairs kept him busy 
for the next four yean. 


Capture of Lord Cornwallis' army at Yorktown, Vaf., 


which brought the war to a virtual close, was chiefly due 
to Washington's farsightedness. 


After unsuccessfully pursuing Lafayette and destroy- 


ing property in Virginia, Cornwallis entered Torktown 
and fortified the city, unwittingly building his own prison 
to escape from which he was forced to surrender. 
, Washington decided to strike swiftly with every soldier 
he could obtain, including Lafayette^s army and 
the 


French fleet. He obtained nearly.?!,500,000 from Robert 
Morris to finance the tremendous maneuver. 


The British thought Washington was preparing to at- 


tack New York. He unexpectedly broke camp and led 
his whole force from the- Hudson to the head of Chesa- 
peake Bay and from there to Yorktown by ships. 


When Cornwallis looked out-from Yorktown'3 fortifi- 


cations, he saw the French fleet on one side 'and 
the 


American army of 9000 and the French army of 5000 
grouped together on 'the other. 


Cornwallis held out for a week, Jbut on October 1, 1871, 


his 7000 British regulars were forced to surrender, prac- 
tically ending the war. 


Washington was kept busy for .the next two years wind-

associated with such discoveries

new field Is expected in some degree 
to affect the whole \\oild of finance 


Nations Interested 


This country^ which would like 


very much to better its commercial 
balance, may be entering on a new- 
era of self-produced prosperity. Oth- 
er European countries, which like 
Sweden tumbled off the gold stand- 
ard, are speculating on the effect of 
a new supply of law wealth 


Sweden started after 
this 
gold 


in a perfectly deliberate and meth- 
odical way. The World War brought 
her the realization of an 
acute 


shortage of metals, so her engineers 
went out to look for some. 
They 


suspected that the geological forma- 
tions Of the Skelleftea district indi 
cated large quantities of copper In 
1918 they began prospecting to dis- 
cover the extent of blocks of oie 
Known to have been carried along 
by inland ice during the glacial pe- 
riod 


The task was formidable, not only 


because the ore was deeply buried 
but because the earth was Impreg- 
nated by an abundance of arsenic. 


The main shaft houses of the Boliden mine are shown below, and at upper left are workers separa- 
ting the ore. The bleak character of the Skelleftea district fa suggested in the picture at upper right. 


But they went ahead patiently, bas- 
ing their faith on a scientific "divin- 
ing rod " Only after eix years of 
work was the first bigr mine found, 
and since then some 150 square miles 
ha\e t>een investigated, the drill- 
holes alone totaling 15 miles in 
depth.

mine, believed the richest of 40 
mines so far discovered, eoon will be 
producing $80,000,000 worth of gold 
annually, according to authorities 
At that figure, it is the third richest 
gold mine in the world, and the most

Poisons Threaten Workers 


The chief pioblem of the Boliden 


mine is in the smelting because of 
large quantities of sulphur and ar- 
senic in the or*. Thp smelting plant 


now is situated on an island in the 
Baltic Sea so that the danger of 
gases escaping from a chimney 47o 
feet high, can do no harm. 
New 


methods are being devised for sepa- 
rating the arsenic and sulphur from 
other products. 


The Boliden mine produces 70,000 


tons of arsenic a year, •which 
Is 


nearly double the world's consump- 
tion at present 
It also is stated 


that the mining of ore at Bollden 
will soon reach 600,000 tons a jear, 
producing 12 tons of gold, or two 
per cent of the world's total output

Washington, D. C.—President Hoo- 


ver today asked congress to reor- 
ganize the executive branch of the 
government in order to fbc responsi- 
bilities and effect economics in oper- 
ation of the government. 


The text of his message follows:- 
To the senate and house of rep- 


resentatives: 


Because of its direct relation to 


the cost of government, I desire 
again to bring to the attention of 
the congress the necessity of more 
effective organization of the execu- 
tive branch of the government, the 
importance of which I have referred 
to, in previous messages. This sub- 
ject has been considered many times 
by the executive and by. the con- 
gress, Taut without 
substantial re- 


sults. Various projects are now be- 
fore the congress. 


The need for reorganization is ob- 


vious. There has been with 
the 


years a gradual growth of the gov- 
ernment by the accretion in its de- 
partments and by independent exe- 
cutive establishments, boards, and 
commissions as problems requiring 
solution confront the president and 
the congress. Today the government 
embraces from 150 to 200 separate 
units, dependent on the method of 
notation used. Governmental units 
when once set up have a tendency to 
grow independently of other units. 
This leads to overlapping and waste. 
Moreover, there is a marked ten- 
dency to find new occupations when 
the initial duties are completed. The 
overlap and the number of agencies 
can be reduced. 


A few consolidations, notably in

Seeks Economy 


In the present crisis the absolute 


necessity for the most drastic econ- 
omy makes the problem of govern- 
mental reorganization' one of para- 
mount importance. 
The amount of 


saving in public funds to be effected 
by a thoroughgoing reorganization, 
while difficult to estimate accurate- 
ly, will be material, amounting to 
many millions of dollars annually. 
Not only -will the government's busi- 
ness be conducted more efficiently 
and economically but the great body 
of citizens .who have business rela- 
tions with their government will be 
relieved of the burden and expense 
of dealing with a multitude of un- 
necessary and sometimes widely sep- 
arated public agencies. 


We may franklv admit the prac- 


tical difficulties of such reorganiz- 
ation, but many associations and 
agencies 
throughout the 
country 


will be alarmed that the particular 
function to which they are devoted 
may in some fashion be curtailed. 
Proposals to the congress of detailed 
plans for the reorganization of the 
many different bureaus 
and inde- 


pendent agencies have always prov- 
ed in th. j past to be a signal for the 
mobilization of opposition from all 
quarters which has destroyed the 
possibility of constructive action. 


There is little hope for success in 


this task unless it is placed in the 
hands of some one responsible for it, 
with authority and direction to act. 
Moreover, the consummation of a 
comprehensive reorganization at one 
moment is not in the best public 
interest. Such reorganization should 
be undertaken gradually and system- 
atically, predicated on a. sound and 
definite theory "of government and 
effectuated as the result of study 
and experience gained in the actual 
processes of reorganization. 


I recommend, therefore, that the 


congress provide for— 


(A)—Consolidation and grouping of 


the various executive and adminis- 
trative activities according to their 
major purposes under single-headed 
responsibility, the congress 
design- 


ating the title of the officer to be 
placed in immediate charge of such 
groups as are not now possible under 
existing organization. 


(B)—Adoption of the general prin- 


ciple that executive and administra- 
tive functions should have single- 
headed responsibility and that advis- 
ory, regulatory, and quasi-judicial 
functions should be performed 
by 


boards.and commissions, thus per- 
mitting the transfer of certain regu- 
latory functions from executive of- 
ficials to existing boards or commis- 
sions and executive functions from 
boards and commissions to executve 
officials. 


(C)—Authority under proper safe- 


guards to be lodged in the president 
to effect these transfers and consol- 
idations and authority to redistribute 
executive groups in the 10 execu- 
tive departments of the government 
or in the 
independent 
establish- 


ments, as the president may deter- 
mine, by executive order, such exec- 
utive order to lie before the con- 
jjress for 60 days during 
sessions 


thereof before becoming 
effective, 


but becoming effective at the end of 
such period unless the congress shall 
request suspension of action. 


The 10 mayor executive depart- 


ments and the major 
regulatory 


and financial boards 
and commis- 


sions should of course be maintain- 
ed. Some of these existing agencies 
are already organized upon the basis 
of their major purpose, but 
func- 


tions of '.he same major purpose 
now outside of these groups shou'd 
bo transferred to them. 


It will be necessary also to author- 


ize changes in titles of some officials 
and to create a few new positions 
in order to permit grouping and 
consolidation not now possible. With 
the enormous growth of government- 
al business there has been great ex- 
pansion and diffusion of authority 
amongst minor officials. At the same 
time, there is an insufficient number 
of officials of definite and 
concen- 


trated rcsponsbility to the public. 
.The additional expenses of such offic- 
ers over and above the salaries now 
paid to officials who would be dis- 
placed would be less than 540,000 
per annum. The savins in cost of 
administration •would be many times 
this sum.

The public works administration 


should be partially a service agency 
to the other departments of the gov- 
ernment, executing certain construc- 
tion work, the subsequent operation 
of which should be carried on by 
those departments.

department, 


not only doing other construction, 
work but also subsequently operat- 
ing such works.

ious agencies relating to the person- 
nel of the government as a service, 
agency to all departments of the gov- 
ernment. 
I recommend that the 


civil service commission should'be 
maintained as an advisory body to 
the personnel administrator, and the ' 
approval of this body should be re- 
quired in all regulatory questions. 
The personnel administrator should 
be the chairman of the commission. 
Other functions relating to the per- 
sonnel of the government should bo 
transferred to the personnel admin 
istration as may be deemed wise 
from time to time. 


Reclamation Service 


With respect to certain agencies 


in the government, I recommend a 
separate legislative reorganization of 
policy. The first 
of these Is the 


reclamation 
service. 
Reclamation 


should have a broader import than 
that of bringing unproductive land 
under cultivation. We do not need 
further additions to our agricultural 
land at present. Additional agricul- 
tural production except 
such mar- 


ginal expansion as present projects 
warrant is inadvisable. 


The conservation of water by stor- ' 


age is required, not alone in the west 
but in all parts of the country. 


The effective development of wa- 


ter conservation through storage is 
largely an interstate question in the 
aid of domestic and industrial water 
supply, 
transportation, 
irrigation 


and flood control. Where construc- 
tion work for 
storage 
relates to 


these larger issues, it Is properly 
the work of the federal government. 
Where water power is developed as 
a by-product, it should be disposed 
of in advance by contracts which 
will fairly reimburse 
the govern- 


ment for its outlay. The reclamation 
service should be extended to cover 
these broad purposes of storage and 
conservation of water rather than 
the narrow purpose 
of irrigation. 


Such important projects as the dam. 
at Boulder 
Canyon, the 
dam at 


Cove Creek, 
the 
development of 


the Columbia and should ultimately 
be undertaken when there is need 
for such 
service and 
when 
con- 


tracts can be made for the sale ofi 
power to amortize the cost of con-' 
struction to the government. 
The- 


actual construction work under this 
plan should be carried out by the 
public works administrator and the 
completed projects administered by 
the reclamation service. 


Public Lands 


There should be a change in policv 


m dealing with public lands if we 
are to preserve their value for graz- 
ing and other purposes. 
The com- 


mittee on conservation and admin- 
istration of the public domain, au-' 
thorized by act of congress approved 
April 10, 1930, completed the task 
assigned to it a year ago. Its report 
has been transmitted to members 
of the congress. Legislation carry- 
ing into effect the recommendation<> 
oC the committee also is before the 
congress. 
These proposals are the 


result of pain-staking 
study 
and 


earnest deliberation. 
They offer a 


solution of the problem, connected 
with this remnant of our public d 
main, which have persisted for th 
past 25 years. I commend the repor 
of the attention 
of the 
congress, 


deeming the legislation of sufficient 
importance to justify action. 


In conclusion, I can not recom- 


mend too strongly that the congress 
Kivo the subject of effective organ- 
ization of the executive branch of 
the government its early and serious 
attention. It is an essential part of 
a sound reconstruction and economy 
program. A patchwork organization 
compels inefficiency, waste, and ex- 
travagance. Economy and efficiency 
can come only through moderniza- 
tion of our 
departments, commis- 


sions, and bureaus will result, not 
only in much greater efficiency and 
public convenience, but in the sa\- 
inc oC many millions of dollars now 
oxtiaotwl annually from

rivers and harbors estimates the 
cost at about $400,000,000. 


Advocates of the project point out 


that the starting of construction 
would directly or indirectly 
give 


employment to thousands of now 
idle workers. 


Power from the mighty torrents 


of the Columbia woul* be 
relied 


upon to pay for the dam within 50 
years, although congress is asked 
to underwrite the expense because 
of the magnitude of the 
project. 


"Worked in with the power and rec- 
lamation angles of the development 
plans is 
flood control 
along the 


river. 


Four times more electricity would 


be developed at th© Grand Coulee 
dam than at the huge Hoover dam 
pr&ject under construction on 
the 


Colorado river. Approximately 1, 
500,000 acres of bleak desert would 
be transformed 
into some of the 


nation's finest agricultural land. 


Only a small portion of the land 


would be opened to settlement at 
one time in order to avoid overpro 
duction of agricultural products 
Diversification of crops would be in- 
sisted upon. 


The "Washington State 
Grange, 


which formerly opposed" the devel- 
opment of th© Columbia basin, as 
the area to be benefited by the 
Grand Coulee project is known, re- 
cently 
added its endorsement 
to 


those of many civic and state or- 
ganizations. 


The first farm& to benefit by the 


reclamation development which is 
part of the project would be a hardy 
group of "dry farmers" who have 
fought a losing battle with the ele- 
ments.

Speed Growth Of Chickens 


Cleveland—CXP)—The early morn- 


ing crowing of the cock may be- 
come in the future just a memory 
and city dwellers may eat chicken 
that never has seen a genuine sun- 
rise. 


These possibilities are the result of 


the work of L. C. Porter, research 
engineer at Nela Park lighting lab- 
oratories here, with ultraviolet light. 


Porter found that ultraviolet ra>s 
hasten the worth of chickens, in- 
crease laying capacity of ducks and 
strengthen birds' legs. 


In a test to shorten the production 


period of broilers, 450 two-day-old 
chicks were subjected to ultraviolet 
radiation, beginning with a half- 
hour treatment each day, gradually 
increased to, two iumrs..,. 


The chicks were not allowed out- 


doors until they were six weeks old 
and natural sunlight never touched 
them until that time. At that age 
roosters weighed a pound and a 
quarter and another week added an- 
other quarter pound to their weight. 


Pullets surprised the experiment- 


ers by almost keeping pace with the 
roosters. 


The fowls were taken to market 


at the end of the sixth or seventh 
week as compared to the usual 
eighth or ninth •neck. 


Production costs thus were lower- 


ed, the broilers reached an earlier 
and more advantageous market and 
the harmful effects of hot, midsum- 
mer sun were avoided. 


Pullets and 
roosters developed 


sufficiently that they could be supa 
rated at the end of two weeks. 


Mash containing cold liver oil was 


fed tho first two or three days, but 
after that no other concentrated 


form of vitamin "D" was available 
except from ultraviolet radiation. 


The total loss of chicle from all 


causes was only 13. 


In other experiments, 50 birds 


were treated with irradiation for 
weak legs, and 26 were cured.

General Increase in Bank 


Deposits Also Seen as 


Consequence

plan of short term financing •which 
is expected not only to bring hoard- 
ed money back into circulation but 
to swell bank deposits generally. 


If the government of the United 


States keeps considerable sums, on 
deposit in the various banks of the 
country, as is now 
contemplated, 
this would be construed by the pub- 
lic to mean that their 
goveinment 


has confidence in the banks general- 
ly. Details of the plan have 
not 


been announced but it is understood 
that first of all there will be a series 
of issues of short term 
certificates 


•which will be marketed through the 
banks, federal and state. The inter- 
est rate is expected to be attractive 
in relation to market conditions. 


The 'treasury has from time 
to 


time left the proceeds of its financ- 
ing on deposit with the banks until 
the money is used up by govern- 
mental expenses. Now it is contem- 
plated to leave much of the deposits 
for long periods of time as the treas- 
ury conducts major operations in 
the financing 
of government in- 


debtedness. Even some of the 
re- 


strictions as to the kind of collateral 
required to secure government de- 
posits may be equalized so that the 
banks will not tie up unduly 
too 


much of their own portfolio securi- 
ties behind government 
deposits. 


This step in itself will probably be 
welcomed by the banks, as it will In- 
crease their liquidity.
